TWIN FALLS - Fearing the city would 
spiral into a police state, an overflow 
crowd of homcschool parents descended 
on City Hah Tuesday to rail against a pro- 
posed ordinance that would set a daytime 
curfew during normal school hours. 

Though it wasn’t a public hearing, the 
City Council listened to more thru) an hour 
of steadfast opposition from homes chool 
parents. The council made no decision, 


Fear that homeschoolers will be targets 
draws overflow crowd to City Council 


preferring to resume the discussion next 
week. 

“We’re being faced with something that 
would remove our constitutional rights, 
whether you know it or not,” said Twin 
Fails resident Cathy Rocmer. She warned 
that “government is slowly taking over the 
rights of the arizen." 


“It almost sounds like we’re entering a 
police state,” added Burley resident 
Darrell Ross, who drove 40 miles to speak 
his mind. 

*Tm not part of the KGB and I'm not out 
to harass homeschoolers," replied Twin 
Falls police SgL Bill Hanchey. He fervently 
asked council members to look beyond 


opponents’ impassioned rhetoric and give- 
cops more authority to stop juvenile delin- 
quency before it gets started. 

“We- need some form of control," 
Hanchey said. “The main problem in this 
community is parents who can’t control 
their children.” 

Despite Hanchcy’s assurances that it 
would not happen, speaker after speaker 
predicted that homeschoolers - en route to 
the library, or music lessons, or some other 
legitimate activity - would be stopped and 
interrogated by T\vin Falls cops.

'Technology guides surgeons’ hands

TWIN FALLS - As Dr. Peter 
Doble operated on a young 
woman's troublesome sinuses, his 
hand was guided by a camera, 
CAT-scan images, skill and 
knowledge of human anatomy. 

Thanks to the latest technolo- 
gy, he also used a computer guid- 
ance system.

New computer system moves 
beyond mere visual assistance 


said. The result is greater accura- 
cy and safety. 

The InstaTrak System is manu- 
factured by Visualization 
Technology Inc. of Boston, and 
Grcfenson Clinic in Twin Falls 
has the first one in the 
Northwest, Doble said. The pri- 


vate clinic specializes in car, nose 
and throat illnesses and is consid- 
ered one of the lending sinus 
surgery centers in the hation, he 
said. 

During same-day sinus surgery, 
a slim surgical instrument called 
an endoscopy ' f is -. navigated 


through a patient's nose. A thin 
camera eyepiece attached to the 
endoscope captures the image 
inside a patient's head and pro- 
jects it on a television monitor. 
The doctor operates by looking at 
the monitor. He also consults sev- 
eral CAT-scan images during the 
procedure. 

The new technology goes 
beyond the visual. 

It all starts with a CAT scan, or 
cross-sectional image. During the 
Please see Qlll DANCE.

Rupert bomb proves to be fake 
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Bomb disposal expert* from Tooele, Utah, arrive outside the Minidoka County 
Courthouse In Rupert Tuesday to Investigate a suspected explosive device.

BURLEY - A suspected bomb 
that twice emptied thcMinidoka 
County Judicial Building on 
Tuesday turned out to be a fake. 

“Four road flares with a dock 
on it," said George Falkner, 
director of Minidoka County 
Disaster Services. 

But even without an explosive 
punch',. the scare knocked the 
courthouse out of action for most ' 
of the day. The initial phone 
threat was received- about 10:05 


a.m. A bomb squad from Tooele, 
Utah, dedored the bomb a fake 
at 4:45 p.m. 

“It's a dad,” said Sgt. Dan 
Kindig, coordinator of the 
Minidoka County Special 
Response Team. “Nobody got 
hurt, and that’s all that mattered. . 
Chalk it up to more training and 
experience." 

The dummy bomb was 
removed from the site in a dump 
tnlck full of sand, then hauled to 
a gun range for dismantling and 
evidence, Kindig said. 

After an unidentified caller 


phoned the Magistrate Court 
office, law officers evacuated and 
searched the building. When 
they failed to find a bomb, they 
let everyone back in. 

“When we were coming back 
in, I thought to myself, ’What if 
it’s still in there?’” Hatmnker 
said, 

Public Defender Erick Shancr 
said he stepped into the men’s 
room on the west side of the 
building and saw what looked 
like “four or five sticks of dyna- 
mite" on the floor behind a toilet.

Clinton on Iraq: Sometimes using force ‘the only answer’ 


President states 
his goals, reasons 
for possible action 


WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton, preparing Americans for pos- 
sible airstrikes against Iraq, said 
Tuesday military force is never the 
first answer “but sometimes it’s the 
only answer.” - 

Unless the international community 
acts, Saddam Hussein will conclude it . 
“has lost its will,” Clinton said. 

Cautioning that an attack would not 


be risk free, the president said, “I 
know that the people wejnay call 
upon in uniform are ready. The 
American people have to be ready as 
well,”, 

Clinton used a Pentagon setting and 
a nationally televised speech to define 
military goals and a rationale for 
action. 

He said airstrikes. would leave 
Saddam “significantly worse off than 
ho is now.” And if one attack does not 
achieve U.S. goals, “we will be»pre- 
pared to strike him again,” the presi- 
dent said. 

Clinton said U.N. Inspectors charged 
with dismantling Saddam’s biological, 
chemical and nuclear weapons have 
encountered “lies, stonewalling, obsta- 
cle after obstacle after obstacle” in the 
seven years since the Gulf War. • 


If Saddam is* not stopped now, 
Clinton said, “He. will conclude that • 
the international community has lost 
its will He will then conclude that he 
can go right on and do more to rebuild 
an arsenal of devastating destruction." ' 

“And some day, some way, I guaran- 
tee you, he'll use the nrsennl,” the 
president said. 

He said Saddam “could end this cri- 
sis tomorrow simply by letting the 
weapons inspectors complete thefr 
mission." 

Defense Secretary William Cohen 
said, “Iraq must understand that our 
patience is not infinite. And at some 
point we will have to act to reduce the 
menace posed by Iraq’s weapons of 
mass destruction and to reduce Iraq’s 
ability to tlireotcn its neighbors.”

No ‘veggie libel’ by Oprah, judge rules Bomb

AMARILLO, Texas (AP) — 
Without explanation, a federal 
judge ruled Tuesday that Texas 
cattlemen don’t have a case 
against Oprah Winfrey based on 
r a state “veggie libel" Jaw that 
protects perishable food products 
from false and defamatory state- 
ments. 

■ U.S. District Judge Mary Lou 
Robinson, however, did not 
throw the case out as defendants 
had requested. Jurors will return 
today to hear the lawsuit as a 


common-law business defama- 
tion case, which places a much 
heavier burden of proof on the 
cattlemen. 

The case had been the flattest 
of the state’s 199S “veggie libel 
law. Twelve other states have 
similar laws, but none has been 
tested in court. 

The judge did not declare the 
law unconstitutional, but merely 
ruled the cattlemen do not have 
a case under it. Attorneys would 
not discuss the ruling, citing a 


gag order. 

The judge ruled after a day of 
arguments outside the presence 
of the jury over defense motions 
to end the trial. Her decision was 
not accompanied by a written 
order. - - - - • •

must persuade the jury dint Ms. 
Winfrey, her production compa- 
ny and a vegetarian activist guest 
on her April 16. 1996. show

A young homeschool student, 
Kelsey Scipcl, called the pro- 
posed ordinance “a discriminato- 
ry act against us." 

"If I can’t take music lessons 
during the day, part of my educa- 
tion is incomplete," Scipel said. 

Councilman Chns Talktngton 
didn’t buy the predictions of 
over-zealous police zeroing in on 
innocent homeschool students. 

"If you think any of us (counal 
members) are going to allow 
harassment tactics against your 
children, I ask $ou to give us a lit- 
tle credit,” Talkington said. 

“The intent of this ordinance is 
to curb the juvenile crime that is 
growing, growing, growing in our 
community," added Vice Mayor 
Howard Aden. 

At issue is a new ordinance 
that would give police more 
authority to question children 
who are in public during normal 
school hours. If a child claims to 
be a horaeschooler, the officer 
would call one of the child’s par- 
ents to confirm the claim, 
Hanchey said. , 

“There are exceptions for 
every issue you brought up," 
Police Chief Lee DeVorc told the 
critical crowd of homeschool par- 


ints. 

If a child has no excuse for 
icing out of school, polico offe- 
rers would fill out a “referral 
orm" requiring the child - and 
lis or her' parents - to get in 


touch with a “status-offense coor- 
dinator.” Status offenses are 
juvenile violations, such as pur- 
chasing tobacco products, that 
would not be crimes if committed 
by adults. 

Though relatively harmless in 
their own right, status offenses 
“can be a first step toward more 
serious juvenile crime," said 
Twin Falls County Commissioner 
Dennis Maughan. Twin Falls 
County already has adopted a 
similar truancy and curfew ordi- 
nance. 

Requiring truant children ana 
their parents to meet with status- 
offense coordinators is not a pun- 
ishment, Maughan said. Instead, 
it’s a way for troubled families to 
get acquainted with the many 
social programs - such as “anger 
management” and “effective par- 
enting" classes - that Idaho has 
to offer, he said. 

Straighteningvoungstcrs -out 
before they go sCrtously awry is 
essential, Maughan . said, 
"because our detention center is 
bulging at the seams.” 

Drugs are playing a major role 
in the rising tide of juvenile 
crime, said Magistrate Judge 
John Varin, who is Magic Volley’s 
primary judge for juvenile 
offenders. He estimated that 90 
percent of the casos he hears 
involve drugs - particularly 
methamphetamine - and alcohoL 

Varin said it’s a dollnr-ond- 
ccnts issue for parents to keep 


their offspring out of trouble 
because courts can order them to 
pay restitution for malicious mis- 
chief their children commit. 

“If you have a child who is 
causing problems, you'd better 
get ahold of it early on because 
it’s going to cost you later on,” ■ 
Varin warned. 

The proposed ordinance is a 
sensible step, Varin said, because 
"there is no law against truancy 
right now.” 

• The proposed new ordinance is 
a trade-off. City Attorney Fritz 
WondcrUch said. He said it bal- 
ances the need to give cops more 
tools to fight juvenile crime 
against the possibility of innocent 
children having to answer a few 
questions from police officers. 

“Some of the fears that have 
been expressed are legitimate, 
but I think they arc exaggerat- 
ed,” said LJ. Muir, who is in the 
automobile repossession busi- 
ness. Muir said he's involved in. 
juvenile justice issues and has 
served on anti-gang committees. 

“This is a positive thing in the 
area of prevention,” Muir said. 

The proposed ordinance isn’t 
asking for much, Hanchey added. 

“We’re asking (parents)- to do 
something simple,” he told the 
crowd. “Keep track of your chil- 
dren.”

“Its specific function is to be a 
reference point, a locator,” he 
said. He likens the targeting to 
that of a smart bomb. 

“It shows him in real time 
where his surgical hand pole is,” 
technician Ronn Schwartz said. 

Although not necessary in 
. every procedure, the eaulpmem 
is valuable because the sinus 
area’s inner structures differ In 
every person, similar to differ- 
ences in fingerprints. It's also rec- 
ommended for patients who’ve 
already had surgery or diseases 
that may have altered the tissue. 

. The equipment is used mostly 
(or sinus operations and neuro- 
surgery because of the locale. 

“We’re only fractions of indies 
away from important structures,” 
Doble said. Those indude tho 
eyes, brain and optic nerve. For 
instance, the sinuses arc located 
above and to the side of the eye- 
ball. 

“We want to make sure we 
haven’t injured the eyeball,” he 
said. 

At one point in the operation, 
he railed attention to the moni- 


“Straight back and straight up 
is the brain. It’s not what I want 
to be working on,” he said. 

The additional information 
gives a surgeon even more confi- 
dence, said Dr. John Boyojian, 
another clinic doctor. At the 
same time, it’s humbling because 
of the system’s accuracy, he 
added. 

The system cost about 
$125,000. But patients will pfc 
charged only for one extra CAT 
scan if the system is used. 

“Does it increase the costfrf 
the surgery? Yes,” Doble said. 
“Does it increase the safety? 
Yes.” 

Brenda Scars of Chester coin- 
plniaed about the headset’s tight 
fit during her scan. But she stdd 
she traveled- to Twin, Falls - 
because of the reputation pf 
Doble and the clinic.

No two world figures express 
more hostility toward each oth- 
cr than these two. But however 
genuine their mutual dislike, Clinton and 
Hussein have become unintended allies: 
Each notv relics on the other to provide on 
external threat that can be usea to mobi- 
lize domestic support. 

This mutual dependency has been oper- 
ating for some time. But the sexual scandal 
now engulfing Washington, combined with 
the deteriorating economic environment in 
Iraq, has given fresh urgency to the rela- 
tionship. Clinton needs Saddam Hussein to 
provide a vehicle for presidential leader- 
ship at a time of unprecedented polincal 
weakness; Hussein needs Clinton to justify 
the continued hardship and repression in- 
flicted on his subjects. By vilifying one an- 
other, they both get to distract pubbe at- . 
tentian from their own shortcomings. 

It is tree that the current crisis over UN. 
inspections in Iraq began before the furor 
over Clinton's alleged sexual indiscretions. 
But Hussein’s continuing defiance of UN. 
inspectors has provided Clinton with per- 
haps his sole remaining claim to presiden- 
tial authority - a claim that he is milking 
for all it’s worth.

This raises the question of air strikes: 
Who will they really benefi t? 

That an attack on Iraq will provide Clin- 
ton with a welcome respite from political 
scandal is beyond a doubt - witness the 
rare support he received from Republicans 
when threatening Hussein in his State of 
the Union address. And a shift in media at- 
tention from Monica Lewinsky to the Per- 
sian Gulf will prove an enormous relief to

But Saddam Hussein will also benefit. 
Unless he is killed in the attacks, it is hard 
to imagine that air strikes will drive Hus- 
sein from power. They will, however, prob-

Tho attacks will also lend credence to the 

widespread belief among Muslims that the 

United States is quick to punish an Arab 
Muslim state for objectionable behavior 
while ignoring equally egregious behavior 
by Israel. Saddam Hussein docs appear to 
be pursuing weapons of mass destruction, 
but Israel already has a nuclear arsenal. 

One might argue that alienating the 
Arab world and solidifying Saddam's do- 
mestic support would be on acceptable 


price to pay if the air strikes could truly 
succeed in destroying Iraq’s capacity to j 
manufacture chemical and biological 
weapons. However, all of the large and vUP

America Is a nation of Immigrants 

For a brief period in the mid-century, 
a new political movement captured the 
passions of the American public. 

Fittingly labeled the "Know Noth- • 
ings,” their unifying theme was na- 
tivism. They liked to call themselves 
“Native Americans,” although they hod 
no sympathy for the people who we call 
Native Americans today. And they 
pinned every problem in American so- 
ciety on Immigrants. 

Although they go by different names 
today, the Know-Nothings have re- 
turned. As in the 1850s, the movement 
is strongest where immigrants are most 
concentrated. The objects of prejudice 
are, of course, no longer Irish Catholics 
and German. There ore new objects of 
prejudice because it seems like we al- 
ways have to have a “they” in our Latin 


American community. 

America is being overrun by immi- 
grants. In one sense, of course, this is 
true. But in that sense, it has been true 
since Christopher Columbus arrived. 
Except for the real Notive Americans, 
we arc a nation of immigrants. 

• As of 1990, foreign-bom people made 
up only 8 percent of the population, as 
compared with a figure of about 15 per- 
cent from 1870 to 1920. Between 70 nnd 
80 percent of those who immigrate ev- 
ery year are refugees or immediate rel- 
atives of U.S. citizens. Much of the anti- 
immigration fervor is directed again to 
the undocumented, but they moke up 
only 13 percent of all immigrants resid- 
ing in the United States and only I per- 
cent of the American population. 

Contrary to popular belief, most such 
aliens do not cross the border illegally 
but enter legally and remain after their 
student or visitor visa expires. Thus 
building a wall at the border, no matter 
how high, will not solve the problem.

Consider. If Clinton Is so essential to the 

boom, why have stocks responded to the 
scandal, not by falling, but by rising? Typi- 
cal was Feb. 6, when newspapers reported 
that White House secretary Betty Cumo 
had given damaging testimony about her 
boss oefore the grand jury. That day, the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average shot up 72 
points. . 

Since the original page-one story m Tne 
Washington Post on Jon. 21 (“Starr Investi- 
gates Whether Clinton Told Intern to Deny 
Affair”), the Dow has risen 497 points to its 
highest level of all time. Before the scandal 
became public, it was languishing 386 
points below its August 1997 high. 

By contrast, during Watergate, the Dow 
fell 26 percent in the 19 months bet ween 
the first revelations nnd President Noam s 
resignation. Of course, with both scandals, 
other factors, primarily inflation, were in- 
fluencing the market. 

But it is striking that investors are smug- 
ging off the Lewinsky affair-or even find- 


ing it bullish. If they believed that Clinton 
was vital to our economic su c cess, wouldn't 
they dump stocks? 

It's true that, for now, most Amencnns 
think Clinton is more likely to serve out his 
term than to leave in disgrace. But it’s un- 
deniable that his hold on the presidency is 
shakier than it was four weeks ago, when 
the scandal broke. 

Let’s say investors sec a 15 percent 
chance of Clinton leaving the presidency 
prematurely. But before Jan. 21, the 
chances were zero. The market operates at 
the margin; it's concerned with changes. 
And Clinton’s condition has changed for 
the worse in the past month, even if his ap- 
proval ratings have risen. 

Not only is he more likely to leave, he s 
‘ also been damaged. A receniGolluD poll, 
for example, found thnt 42 percent believe 
the scanned will harm him temporarily, 29 
percent believe it will harm him perma- 
nently and 15 percent say he’ll resign or be 

Imagine a similar scandal placing the 
tenure of Alan Greenspan, the Federal Re- 
serve chairman, in even the slightest doubt 
and that it's believed to harm his perfor- 
mance. Certainly, the market would fail. 

This thought experiment shows how im- 
portant Greenspan is to the economy Mid 
the stock market Now, try the some with 
the Republican Congress: What if a scan- 
dal boosted the chances that Democrats 


would regain the House and Senate, mak 
ing Rep. Richard Gephardt, D-Mo., the • 
speaker and Rep. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y-l 
‘ the chairman of the tax-writing Ways and 
Means Committee? I doubt markets would- 
take a benign view. 

In fact, if there is another political expla- 
nation behind the behavior of the markets 
since the Lewinsky, story broke, it is that , 
Clinton's troubles help the GOP in the 
1998 elections. 

This is not to soy that Republicans de- 
serve “the lion’s share of the credit" ei- 
ther. America’s unprecedented 15-year 
boom is best explained by the massive re- 
structuring of businesses that began in the 
• early 1980s, the spread of high technology, 
the monetary stewardship of Greenspan 
- and Paul Volckcr, and the worl divide en- 
thusiasm for free markets and lower tax 
rates that started with Ronald Reagan and 
hns flourished since the fall of the Berlin 
Wall. 

Clinton’s legacy is that he’s liberalized 
trade and otherwise hasn’t mucked things 
up. Left to his own devices, he would have 
spent more, taxed more and nationalized 
health core, but constrained by Congress, 
he’s behaved well. The economy has - 

thrived, tax revenues have rolled in, the i 
budget has been balanced and jobs enntin- ‘ 
uc to rise by 200,000 a month, a trend that 1 
began in 1983. 

So while Clinton’s exit might be tragic in 
olher ways, if s unlikely to cum prosperity 
or crack the market. This is no secret, and 
the Dow - despite on unsettling volatility 
whose source lies in Asia - continues to 
rise.

JERUSALEM (AP) — The 
pregnant mother of seven was 
desperate to get gas masks for 
her children. 

She was so desperate that she 
broke into her family’s former 
apartment from a neighbor’s bal- 
cony to look for protective gear 
she had left behind.

TWIN FALLS - The Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game and the 
Bureau of Land Management have 
unanswered questions about a proposed 
U.S. Air Force bombing range and elec- 
tronic combat range in eastern Owyhee 
County. 

. Fish and Game-officials have not 
released official comments on an envi- 
ronmental impact statement that looks 
at the effects of the proposal. But the 
department director said the document 


doesn't include everything the depart- 
ment had hoped to see. 

“There are some omissions that I’m 
concerned about,” Fish and Game 
Director Steve Mealey said in on inter- •• 
view Monday. 

In their comments on the draft impact 
- statement. Fish and Game commission- 
ers wrote that the final decision on the 
range “must include the following four 
. minimal provisions;" 

• Aircraft will nvold critical bighorn 
sheep lambing areas as defined by Fish 
and Game. 

• A firefighting plan will include 
rapid response aerial firefighting capa- 
bility. 

• The Air Force wifi fund or establish 
a native plant nursery to provide native 
seed for range restoration.

TWIN FALLS - One of the biggest 
questions facing Idaho in the coming 
few years is the fate of the state’s water 
and the power it’s used to generate. 

And that’s a question Attorney 
General AI Lance and some of his staff 
are working on. 

• They ore studying tho state’s options 
in case California and Arizona use their 
political power to got a congressional 
mandate for deregulation so they can 
get at Idaho’s cheap hydroelectric 
power, Lance told The Times-Neius’ edi- 
torial board Tuesday. * 

But Lance was short on details. He 
said the “core group” of staff has only 
met once t? discuss the deregulation of 
the electric power industry. 

He is confident that the state could 
prevent a hostile takeover of Idnho 
Power Co., a privately held company • 
tha t generates a substantial portion of 
its electricity from a public resource - 



Lance said he thinks the stato has a 
chance to protect that resource. But he 
. expects no congressional action on 
deregulation this year. 

Lance’s only announced opponent in 
the 1998 election, Democratic Lincoln 
County Prosecutor Brit Groom, la?t 
week criticized state officials, including 
Lance, for ignoring deregulation- and

BOISE - Eighteen Magic Valley school 
district superintendent positions could 
be pared to six under a proposal to elim- 
inate rural administrators in favor of 
countywide superintendents. 

Sponsor Rep. David Callistcr, R-Boise, 
said principals can do the same job as 
administrators in small rural school dis- 
tricts. The money saved by eliminating 
rural superintendents could be used 
elsewhere in the classrooms. 

Rural school boards would continue to 
direct their districts’ educational poli- 
cies under tho proposal, Callister said. 
The proposal was approved Tuesday for 
debate by the i

would also help rural school districts 
cooperate with each other to establish 
countywide programs such os vocation- 
al-technical schools, which they other- 
wise couldn’t afford, Callistcr said. 

The proposal only applies to school 
districts with fewer than 5,000 students 
- or most Magic Valley school districts. 

The proposal would create one super- 
intendent position in Elmore, Gooding, 
Jerome, Lincoln and Twin Falls comi- 
ties. The Twin Falls School District, with 
more than 7,000 students, would retain 
its superintendent. 

Kimberly School District 
Superintendent John Gamer said he 
doesn’t think the measure would gener- 
ate savings. Losing rural administrators 
would only mean having to hire addi- 
tional assistants for a countywide super- 
intendent. 

The Kimberly district, with 1,264 stu- 
dents, employs Gamer to oversee per- 
sonnel, special education, curriculum, 
and business. Twin Falls School District, 
with 7,242 students, has separate offi- 
cials for each of those areas. 

“If you suddenly become bigger, you 
can’t wear all those hats,” Gamer said. • 

Gamer considers the measure a foot 
in the door for consolidation of school 
buildings - a divisive debate that 
Kimberly underwent eight years ngci. 
The Kimberly, Hansen and Murtaugh 
districts eventually strapped the idea. 

“The reality is if you have a larger 
school district that is looking at costs ... 
it doesn’t take a mental genius to start 
figuring out how (the district) can start 
consolidating schools," Gamer said. 

Schools in Minidoka, Blaine and 
Cassia counties have been consolidated 
for many vfears under countvwidc super- 


intendents 

Mike Matthews, principal of Declo 
Senior High School, said'Declo has 
always retained its identity under the 
consolidated Cassia County School 
District. 

Matthews attended Dedo schools as a 
student, worked for them as a teacher 
for 19 years and os principal for the past 
eight years. 

In addition to a consolidated superin- 
tendent position. Cassia County School 
District has a consolidated school board, 
with one of five members representing 
Declo. 

“We have our schools, we have patron 
support, we have n school board repre- 
sentative, I just think it works out very 
well," Matthews said. 

Callister said Twin Falls School 
District pays $10.71 per student to

Judge orders public land plan timetable 


Decision will lead to 
grazing permit review 

BOISE (AP) - A federal Judge 
has ordered the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management to produce a 
schedule by mid-March for com- 
pleting a stalled plan to oversee 
1.3 million acres of federal 
ground in Owyhee County. 

The Idaho Watersheds Project 
and the Committee for Idaho's 
High Desert had filed suit lost 
fall, asking the U.S. District 
Court for a strict BLM timetable 
to revise grazing permits and to 
halt grazing next month until the 
agency has studied how levels 
should be changed to protect the 
environment. 

U.S. District Judge Lynn 
Winmill has ordered the BLM to 
come up with a schedule by 
March 13. He rejected the envi- 


ronmental groups’ call for a 
<March 1 deadline, but retained 
jurisdiction over the final plan to 
determine whether it auickly 
addresses the need to make land 
uses comply with the law. 

“The court's conclusions on the 
legal issues rest in large part on 
its confidence that an expedi- 
tious timetable can be set for the 
completion of this project," 
Winmill said of the Owyhee plan. 
“If that confidence is misplaced, 
the court may need to revisit 
many of its conclusions in this 
case." 

“Judge Winmill's decision will 
result in the ending of- political 
meddling by (Sen.) Larry Craig 
and (Rep.) Helen Chenowcth 
which has stopped the implemen- 
tation of long overdue changes in 
livestock management in 
Owyhee County to protect dean 
water and wildlife habitat," 


Idaho Watersheds chief Jon 
Marvel said of the two 
Republican lawmakers. 

Laird Lucas, attorney for the 
Land and Water Fund of the 
Rockies, represented tho plain- 
tiffs. He earlier said the state 
Land Board has stymied their 
attempts to improve state graz- 
ing lands, prompting them to 
focus on BLM property. 

“We are pleased that the judge 
recognizes the serious problems 
which overgrazing has caused in 
the Owyhccs," Lucas said. “In 
ordering BLM to come up with a 
strict timetable to change grazing 
practices, he has put the agency 
and tho ranchers on notice that 
the past 20 years of delay and 
inaction will no longer be tolerat- 
ed." •

“Idaho’s projected revenue is 
$2.4 billion annually," she said. 
“At the bank. I’ve been responsi- 
ble for $8.4 billion • nearly four 
times more. I’ve never had any 
doubt in my ability to do the. 
job,” 

Jackson believes her years 
working in the private sector 
allow her to bring a strong sense 
of accountability into the office. 

Historically the office of Idaho 
State Treasurer has been held by 
a female. 

“Only one male has held the 
office," she said, “and he was 
appointed when a treasurer died 
in office, and he was not re-elect- 
ed.’’ 

Jackson credits this phenome- 
non to the fact that women have 
always done the operational work 
in banking while men have been 
involved in the credit and loan 


functions. 

“The office of Treasurer is 
more of on operational function,” 
she said. 

Jackson has been involved in 
various civic activities. 

After one of her stepsons com- 
mitted suicide, she and her hus- 
band became facilitators in a sup- 
port group (or survivors of sui- 
cide. 

“Idaho ranks third in the 
nation for suicide,” she says. “We 
were second for awhile. We can't 
really pinpoint the reasons why 
suicide is so prevalent here.” 

Jackson also serves as an 
appointed public member of the 
State Board of Medicine which is 
involved in licensing people in the 
medical profession. In her spare 
time, Jackson likes to go camping 
with family and friends and she 
also does gourmet cooking.

Highway districts 
request plowing funds

BURLEY - Burley and Albion 
highway districts were back in 
the basement of the Cassia 
County Courthouse this week to 
nsk county commissioners for 
more money. 

Snow removal and mainte- 
nance on Howell Canyon Road 
has cost more than $40,000 this 
year, and the current road 
account once again has dipped 
into die red by 53,274. 

“We had better find out where 
we’re going," said Commission 
Chairman Jolin Adams. “It’s still 
. early in the winter." 

The commission decided late 
Monday afternoon to match 
Burley Highway District’s exten- 
sion of $9,000 for 1998, bringing 
the total each has contributed to 
an even $50,000. The additional 
money will come from the coun- 
ty's federal Payment in Lieu of 
Taxes funds, and the transfer 
will take a budgetary amend- 
ment. 

There were a few strings 
attached to the extra money. 
When chcse new funds run out, 
there will be no more extensions 
and snowplowing will stop. 
Commissioner Paul Christensen 
said. 

“At some point wc have to 
draw a line in the sand and say 
this is it," he said. “The county 
can't keepdoing this." 

The entities originally budget- 
ed $29,000 for the road’s mainte- 
nance. That was gone by 
December, and the county and 
Burley district added an addi- 
tional $4,000. But snow removal 
over only six days in January 
cost around $20,000. 

Highway district attorney 
Richard Smith said the county 
shouldn’t close the road if the 
money runs out and added the 
problem wouldn’t exist if the 
county had done its share. 

“That road’s maintenance has 
been consistently under-budget- 
ed for years,” he said. “If we 


don’t have money saved for the 
road’s eventual resurface in five 
to seven years, wc'U haven disns- 

But the county shouldn’t pay 
for every potential snowstorm 
that rolls through. Prosecutor 
Stephen Bywater said. 

"Do we have to budget for 
every act-of-God contingency?" 
he said. “There has to be some 
point where we run out of 
money, and we say no more." 

The county would be witliin its 
rights to stop paying for die snow 
removal bn Howell Canyon Road 
right now, Bywatcr said. 

"I don’t think wc would be 
found in breach of our federal 
contract if wc didn’t plow the 
snow," he said. 

“I feel we should honor our 
contract," Christensen added. 
“But there comes a point we 
have to stop and I think wc have 
come to that point." 

Smith said he worried cutting 
off access to one of Cassia 
County’s biggest recreation 
paints could backfire. 

“I don’t think you want to kill 
die golden goose,” he said. 

But he agreed that Woody 
Anderson, owner of Pomerellc 
Ski Resort, should contribute 
more than he has. 

Anderson declined to com- 
ment for the record Monday 
night, saying he didn’t have all 
the information. 

The consensus at the meeting 
was that Anderson should be 
informed of the new develop- 
ment and asked to step up his 
involvement. 

Anderson said previously 
that he would help if all those 
who use the mountain, includ- 
ing snowmobilers, cross coun- 
try skiers and other winter 
users, are asked to contribute 
as well. 

“The snowmobilers, cross 
country skiers and tubers don’t 
need that road open to enjoy the 
mountain," Christensen said. 
“Woody should be participat- 
ing.” 


Senate endorses access to background profile 


BOISE (AP) — Legislation giv- 
ing patients the right to inspect 
the background profile of their 
doctors and other health care 
providers has been overwhelm- 
ingly approved by the state 
Senate. 

“This allows choice, informed 
-choice,” Republican Hal 
Bunderson of Meridian told his 
I colleagues Tuesday, 
i The bill now goes to the House 
for a final vote. 

Skeptics suggested that the 
requirement for health care pro- 
fessionals to disclose information 
. on malpractice claims, criminal 


, convictions and disciplinary 
actions was pushed by the 
Idaho Association of 
Commerce and Industry 
a retaliation for last 
year’s managed- 
care law. 

That bill 
I requires man- 
I aged-care plans 
to disclose 
expenditures on care versus 
administration and figures on 
enrollment, to pay for some care 
obtained outside the plan and to 
permit doctors to recommend 
treatment not available through 


the plan. 

Some feared that would inhib- 
it the operation in Idaho of man- 
aged-care networks that mid- 
sized and large employers are 
using to curtail health care 
costs. 

The background bill requires 
health care providers at the time 
they apply for new or renewed 
licenses to file with the govern- 
ing board information on any 
criminal convictions, disciplinary 
actions, restrictions on their prac- 
tices and malpractice judgments 
and arbitrations in the past 10 
years. 


Landslide ruptures pipeline, triggers fire 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A gas 
pipeline ruptured by a landslide 
erupted in flames, streams rose and 
mountains were coated in snow 
Tuesday as another storm blew 
across an already-soggy California. 

The towering plume of flaming 
natural gas gushed from coastal 
Ventura County hills above U.S. 
101 after a night of heavy rain. It 
followed an oil pipeline break 


and another natural gas line 
break in the county on Saturday. 

“The hillsides are so saturat- 
ed,” said Joe Luna, a county Fire 
Department spokesman. No one 
was injured by the blaze, which 
was extinguished within an hour. 

Snow hindered early morning 
travel on Interstate 5 north of Ixis 
Angeles and dosed some schools 
in mountain communities. 


More than 1.7 inches of rain 
fell in Ventura before dawn. 

Runoff raised the level of a 
seven-acre lake created a week 
ago by a landslide in upper Hall 
Canyon above Ventura, but a 
newly dug spillway worked and 
the dam wasn’t breached. Pumps 
continued to draw down the lake, 
which poses a threat to dozens of 
homes.

Twin Falls police detectives say the bills are 
related to a rash of counterfeits turned in during 
November.

Copies of new-style $50 and 5100 bills were 
passed in Twin Falls and Jerome in November and 
January. Counterfeit $50 bills were passed in two 
Buhl stores Feb. 10. 

Real bills have a security strip and a watermark 
visible when held up to light, police detectives 
said. Fake bills ore paper, not the doth of n real 
bill, and so can be identified by feeL 

Ink in the fakes often will smear under thumb 
and forefinger, detectives said. Marking pens to 
test for fake bills are available from load office- 
supply stores, police say.

Teacher gives tips to TF faculty

Twin Falls High School hosted 
Robert Eaker, dean of the College 
of Education at Middle Tennessee 
State University in Murfreesboro, 
Tenri. His workshop’s theme, 
Eaker said, was how to make a 
good school better. 

“Pm so tired of people talking 
about reform," he said. 

Reforms don’t seem to have 
had much success, Eaker said. 
Structural changes don’t work if 
a school's prevailing belief sys- 
tem doesn’t change, he said. 

Eaker named common debili- 
tating attitudes he encounters at 
schools: Parents arc the prob- 
lem, not teachers; students are 


so emotionally needy thnt acade- 
mics come second; things arc 
just fine the way they ore; teach- 
ers think what they do in their 


Principal Ben Allen said the 
high school is focused on estab- 
lishing literacy standards. 
Standards outline what students 
should know and how to tell if

Budget writers halt health care for poor children 


BOISE (AP) — Legislative bud- 
.get writers Tuesday voted to 
block, at least temporarily, med- 
ical care for thousands of children 
from working poor families in an 
apparent turf battle with Gov. 
Phil Batt. 

. The Joint Finance- 
Appropriations Committee voted 
124 to withhold $2 million in state 


matching money and return over 
$7.7 million the federal goi 
njent gave Idaho last fnll to get 


health services to more than 
12,000 poor children. 

“This seems to be an effort to 
circumvent the authority here by 
an agency that has some savings," 
Sen. Stan Hawkins, R-Ucon, told 
his colleagues. Senate Finance 
Chnirman Atwell Parry, R-Mclba, 
expressed concern that such an 
ambitious program would be start- 
ed “without any legislative input.” 
' But Batt, who tapped cash 
' saved from welfare reform to 
' match the federal money, was not 
landing for the decision. And 
within an hour, a bipartisan panel 
of four budget committee mem- 


bers was named to reassess 
e earlier decision. 

“I can’t imagine that 
any of us would no* 
want to avail ourselves 
of the opportunity to 
provide health 
care for these 
poor children, 
who are In 
need,” Batt 
declared. “I will vigorously pursue 
a course that will protect these 



He declined to say if he would 
veto thcbiU should it reach his 
desk. 

The lone House Democrat on 
the committee was the 
Republican governor's strongest 
defender, calling the GOP majori- 
ty’s vote “a slap in the facts of our 
chief executive” and a cc usi n g the 
majority of “pulling the rug out 
from under working families and 
children."

Mrs. Wood, who proposed with- 
holding the $2 million in state 
matching money for this budget 
year, maintained she did not want 
to kill the program but only give 
lawmakers time to assess it — and 
contain it if necessary. 

But Robison contended that 
underneath all the qualifying 
comments made by the majority, 
“the signal will be fairly clear. The 
committee wants to eliminate this 
program." 


House to vote on repealing team limits 


- BOISE (AP) — Legislation 
mandating an advisory vote 
next November on repealing 
Idaho’s term limit law. is headed 
to a vote in the Idaho House. 

The State Affairs Committee 
voted 12-8 for the legislation 
Tuesday, rejecting an alterna- 
tive from Rep. Jeff Alltus, R- 
Hayden, calling for local “opt 
out” votes for specific offices. 

If the measure wins approval 
from the full House and Senate, 
voters will be asked if they want 
to dump the term limits law 
enacted by voter initiative in 
1994. It will be advisory only, 
because the Legislature cannot 
delegate its law-making authori- 
ty to voters. 

If voters or the Legislature do 
not repeal term limits, they 
would first apply to the 2002 
election, forcing incumbents off 
the ballot once they have served 
a certain number of terms. 

They could still run for re- 
election as a write-in.

House rejects plan to repay 
fund for borrowed money ' 


BOISE (AP) — - Members of the 
Idaho House admit they owe the 
state Department of Insurance 
more than $4 million, borrowed 
from a reserve fund six years ago 
to case a budget crunch. 

They don’t wont to repay the 
money until it’s absolutely neces- 
sary. 

The House voted 43-22 against 
legislation sponsored by Rep. 
W.O. “Bill" Taylor that would 
have appropriated $4.4 million to 
the insurance fund. The measure, 
the first bill to go down to defeat 
in the House this session, would 
not have been effective until 
next budget year. 

Rep. Bob Geddes, R-Prcston, 
chairman of the House spending 
committee, said there was no rea- 
son to decide this year whether 
the money should be put back in 
the fund. 

“Wc really are appropriating a 
year down the road when we 


don't know exactly what the 
appropriations will be," Geddes 
said. “Four million dollars — it 
could be a substantial hit on the 
general fund in the year to come. 
It’s just prudent that we should 
not make the appropriation at 
this time." 

Taylor said without the $4 mil- 
lion in a reserve fund, the 
Department of Insurance is not 
always able to make timely 
refunds to insurance companies 
for overpayments. 

He said if the Legislature 
mpkes a commitment now to 
repay the money, everybody will 
know it’s coming next year and it 
will not be put off. 

“We feel it is necessary to do it 
at this time so everybody will 
know ... that we need that $4 mil- 
lion - so it will not be put off. 

“We have put it off in the past 
and nothing has been done about 
it," Taylor said.

It shows 
(the company) respects the owner and his 
house.” "

Add convenience 

Customers-are always in'a hurry, so 
■ Pines has added many one-stop services 
and products for their convenience. 

“We hnve made it a point to find 
sources of oddball things that people want 
printed, like cocktail napkins ttnd match- 
books,” he said. “We have in-house design 
services. We’ve even helped a business 
owner pick a company name and design a 
Iflgo." 

Convenience is a 'major service small 
companies can .offer, added Dick 
Soaholm, owner of Rich Mnr Sales, a 
Costs Mesa heat transfer printer. 

“We have made appointments for cus- 
tomers at night or on weekends ... to 
accommodate customers who ore other- 
wise unable to get to a shop between 8 
ajn. and 5 pm,” he said.

Usually, Shikli is able to simplify the 
site by separating information that’s 
designed for previous buyers from sales 
data aimed at potential buyers. 

“Once the customer-support section has 
a dear mission, it can drop the impressive . 
graphics and sales puffery and focus just 
on helping customers get answers and 
solve problems,” he said. 

Supply Infbmiation 

Small businesses can win the undying 
devotion of customers by supplying 
answers to problems. 


PC-2-Copy, for example, has set up an 
idea center in a comer of the shop where 
customers can look at hundreds of exam- 
ples of brochures and other printed mate- 
rial to develop' concepts for their own 
companies. 

The Association of Business Support 
Services publishes a package of business . 
forms that members can use for their 
companies instead of having to design 
their own. It gives new members a begin- 
ner’s guide to starting a successful secre- 
tarial service, which saves them time and 


Every retail shop should have sales per- 
sonnel who know the merchandise well 
enough to advise customers. 

“The derk knows the quality of the 
blouse, what material it’s made of and 
how to dean it," Geist said. 


Teach your service 

But employees won’t know that infor- 
mation without training, he emphasizes. 

Training is difficult, he said, because 
“people forget 25 percent of what they 
learn within 24 hours, and 98 percent 
within 16 days unless you repeat it over 
and over.” 

Few small companies have any new- 
employec orientation about customer ser- 
vice, said Nancy Friedman, president of 
Telephone Doctor, a national customer- 
service firm based in St. Louis. Train 
employees in what you expect, then hold 
them accountable. 

“If you want to keep employees on 
their toes," she adds, “call your company 
and see how you’re treated as a customer. 
You can’t fix what you don’t know." 


Dow continues 
record climb for 
5th straight day

NEW YORK — The Dow industrials 
managed to extend its record setting per- 
formance into a fifth straight day and 
even (lined with 8,400 despite persistent 
profit-taking Tuesday. 

The Dow Jones industrial average at 
one point was up 76 points at 8,44632. It 
finished with a gain of 28.40 to dose at 
8,398.50. 

The five-session string of new highs fol- 
lowed a six-month drought in records for 
Wall Street’s best-known indicator and is 
the longest streak since the six-session 
string of records last June. 

Wilh Tuesday’s gain, the Dow is now 
up 8 (8 points since Jan. 9, when it sank 
to 7,5ou.42. The blue-chip index, which 
dropped 4 percent over the first six trad- 
ing days of 1998, is now up 6.2 percent on 
the year. 

Broad-market indexes were mixed, but 
the New York Stock Exchange composite 
index also set a new record. 

“Today’s really a consolidation day,” 
said Charles Blood, senior finand.il mar- 
kets analyst at Brown Brothers Harriman 
& Co. “Last week was a pretty good 
week, and we had carryover strength 
from the start.” 

Advancing issues outnumbered dcclin- 
ers by, a 9-to-8 margin on the NYSE,- 
where volume totaled 598.06 million 
shares, compared with 531.03 million 
Friday. Markets were closed Monday for 
the Presidents Day holiday.

And the early 
Olympians did bodybuilding and 
admired the well-developed body. 

“What recognition means to me 
right now is that bodybuilders can 
keep their heads up high and con- 
sider themselves real sportsmen 
like any other Olympic athlete in 
any sport.”

Weider said 
the coll from the IOC in the wee 
hours on Jon.

“He looked us straight in the 
eye and said, 'Over my dead 
body.’ Pm pleased I didn’t have to 
wait until the Lord's death to get 
the recognition,” Weider said.

Iranian fans greet U.S. flag with cheers, 
not jeers, as wrestlers arrive for meet 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) - An 
Iranian crowd burst into cheers 
Tuesday when U.S. wrestlers car- 
ried the Stars and Stripes into an 
international meet - marking the 
first time in 18 years the Ameri- 
can flag was displayed with honor 
rather than hatred in Tehran. 

The U.S. flag, burned and tram- 
pled again and again in Iran since 
the Islamic Revolution of 1979, 
received more applause than any 
of the other 16 national banners, 
save that of the host nation. 

Wrestlers on the five-member 
US. team carrying the flag waved 
back enthusiastically. 

“I never know what to expect 
wherever I go, but more so here 
because other countries don’t call 
us 'Great Satan, said wrestler 
Melvin Dougins, a 1993 world 
champion. “But ... Tm not a Satan. 
I'm a sportsman." 

The cheers, said coach Joe 
Seay, “felt very good.” 

“But what was very special is 
that they had our flag. We had 
brought our own flag, but we had 
no need for it, because they had 
one already for us," Seay said. 
The Americans, and the Iranian 
organizers, have stressed the ath- 
letics- rather than the diplomacy 
- in the landmark visit. 

The possibility that tics might 
be restored between Iron and the 
United States, however, has been 
raised by the presence of the U.S. 
wrestlers, the most closely 
watched Americans in Tehran 
since militant students released 
U.S. Embassy hostages in 1981

Time to get golf back on course 


Let’s play golf. 

After a record growth yenr in 
1997, the PGA Tour found the 
first two months of 1998 dominat- 
ed by names like U.S. Magistrate 
Thomas Coffin, Casey Monin and 
El Nino rather than Tiger Woods, 
Ernie Els and Davis Love HL 

The tour desperately needs to 
get attention back to the game - 
and onto the golf course - now. 

Maybe it is all a sign of growing 
pains. 

For years, professional golf has 
wanted to dihib to that top tier of 
sports and be as popular - and os 
lucrative - os baseball, basketball 
and footbolL 

But success comes with prob- 
lems, as team sports hove found. 
Certainly part of the new-found 
popularity golf achieved in recent 
years is a recognition by fans that 
the - game has- not been over- 
whelmed by off-field headlines, os 
team sports have. 

No strikes. No lockouts. No 
drag arrests. No coaches choked. 
No free agents insulted by $25 
million contracts. 

Golf has provided Sports fans a 
breath of fresh air by being pleas- 
antly free of such distractions. 

The last few years, however, 
have given ominous signs that 
golf is not immune from the prob- 
lems that have soured fans on 
other sports. 

There was the Greg Norman 
showdown with PGA Tour com- 
missioner Tim Finch cm over the 
idea of a world tour. Finchcm won 
the standoff and created his own 
version of the world tour with the 
World Golf Championships. 

John Daly’s NBA-like behavior 
problems and Fuzzy Zoeller’s 
jokes about Woods - and Woods’ 
delay in accepting Zoeller’s apolo- 
gy - took the game onto danger- 
ously thin ice. 

The game drifted into the 
annoying area of lawsuits, where 
lawyers Dccomc more important 
than athletes, with tho Karstcn

square grooves suit, a Federal 
Trade Commission restraint of 
trade investigation and the suit 
by Harry Toscano challenging eli- 
gibility rales on the Senior PGA 
Tour. \ 

And then there was the Casey 
Martin trial, perhaps the biggest 
public relations disaster in the 
history of the PGA Tour. The 
game was able to integrate racial- 
ly with more grace than it was 
able to handle the Martin matter.

Stone, of Westborough, Mass., 
was'thc only woman to pull off a 
triple back somersault. Xu 
Nannan of China won the aerials 
silver and Colette Brand of 
Switzerland took the bronze. 

Bcrgoust set a world record 
with 255.64 points, coming dose 
to perfection on both his “quad" 
jumps - quadruple twisting triple 
flips. France’s Sebastien Foucras 
won the silver and Dmitri 
Dashchinsky the bronze. 

Norwegian super skier Bjorn 
Dahlie did what he’s done better 
than anybody in Winter Games 
history: win another medal. As 
part of the winning four-man 
Norwegian cross-country ski 
team, Dahlie became the first 
Winter Games athlete to earn 
seven gold medals. His total of 11 
medals overall also set a new 
winter standard. 

• ALPINE SKIING: The 
skiers changed venues as sched- 
uled, but still couldn’t escape the 
weather. A blizzard dumped 4 
feet of new snow at Shiga Kogcn, 
wiping out the men’s giant slalom 
Wednesday (Tuesday night EST) 
and five-time medalist Alberto 
Tomba’s 1998 Olympic debut. 

The race was pushed back 24 
hours and is now set for the same 
day as the women’s slalom.

NAGANO, Japan — I got 
picked up in a bar. 

No, not THAT kind of picked 
up. I mean I got actually, physi- 
cally picked up, into the air. By a 
Latvian politician.

The common clement linking 
these events, as you have no 
doubt already gathered, "was 
karaoke.

The way you get 
there is, you ride around in a taxi 
until the driver gives up, and 
then you get out and listen for 
the muted but unmistakable 
sound of Westerners passing out 
face-forward on the sidewalk, 
and you walk toward that sound. 

We sat at a table and started, 
looking through the book. of 
karaoke songs, which worajisted 
in both Japanese and some lan- 
guage that was not exactly 


English. For example, the band 
“Los Lobes" was listed, I swear, 
as “Ros Rovos." 

While we were selecting some 
songs, the owner of Police 90, 
Yoshio Matsuzaki, came over and 
entertained us with amazing 
feats of magic. He'd pick up a 
spoon, and make us feel it, to see 
how sturdy it was. Then he’d hold 
the spoon loosely in his hand for 
a second and — Presto! — it was 
bent like a pretzel. Then he’d 
hand the spoon back, and we’d 
try to straighten it, and wc 
couldn’t, and then he'd take it 
back and — Prcstol — it was 
straight again! Spoon healing! 

He also, without touching it, 
caused a wristwatch to stop and 
then start again, and he made a 
pack of cigarettes scoot toward 
liim on the table. « 

“The Force!” he' said. "Duke 
Skywalkcr!” 

As the magic act 


a lean, intense-looking man came 
over to watch, then started talk- 
ing to Matsuzaki. The next thing 
wc knew, Matsuzaki was doing 
something to the man’s back, and 
the man was saying "Warm ... 
warm ... WARM! WARM! 
WARM!" We were concerned 
that the man wns going to 
become bent, or burst into 
flames, but he seemed to be 
pleased. 

Afterward I asked him what 
was going on. He pointed at 
Matsuzaki and said, “He is 
strong! He is giving me energy!" 

His said his name is Pctcris 
Strubergs, and that he’s the sec- 
retary of the board of an impor- 
tant political party in Latvia, 
which is a nation. He also said 
that he’s 53, and that he used to 
be a boxer. 

“I am strong!" he said, and, as I' 
was writing that in my notebook, 
he picked me up off the floor. 


This is something that never hap- 
pens to me when I am interview- 
ing American politicians such as 
Lamar Alexander. 

After he set me down, wc 
shook hands and he said, “I am 
having a big pleasure to have 
meeting you,” and invited me to 
look him up if 1 am ever in 
Latvia, which I will surely do, 
although I will keep my distance. 

Shortly thereafter, we were 
joined by two American athletes, 
Gordy Sheer and Brian Martin, 
who won medals in die two-man 
luge event.

After that for some reason they 
took the microphone away from 
us, and it fell into the hands of 
members of what I believe wnsi 
the Austrian bobsled team, whoi 
were dearly not going to give it} 
up until they had consumed all, 
the beer in Japan. So we left. But' 

It was an Olympic experience 
that 1 will not forget. At least not 
until this headache goes away.

Women’s figure skating features friendly rivalry 


NAGANO, Japan (AP) - Although it’s 
not exactly Tonya vs. Nancy, this Olympics 
has its own figure skating soap opera with 
Michelle vs. Tara. 

And don’t forget Nicole. 

American teen-agers Michelle Kwan and 
Tara Lipinsld, on much better terms than 
Tonya Harding and Nancy Kerrigan ever 
were, resume their rivalry Wednesday 
when women's figure skating begins at the 
Olympics with the short program. 

And Nicole Bobek is something more 
than just an interested bystander. 

For Kwan and Lipinsld, this is the next 
chapter of what has become a compelli n g 
battle on ice, two champions going skate to 
skate. Kwan, 17, won the world and nation- 
al tides in 1996, and then Lipinsld, 15, took 
them both in 1997. 

That brings us to 1998 and the Olympics. 
Kwan comes in as the favorite after reenp- 
• luring the national title last month in a 
wave of perfect 6.0 scores from the judges. 
Lipinsld fell in the short program and 
needed a rally to finish second. 

Caught in the crossfire is~Bobek,’20, 


For Michelle Kwan and Tara 
IJpinsjti, this is the next chapter of what 
has become a compelling battle on ice , 


often overlooked in the excitement gener- 
ated by the two champions, but also a real 
medal threat. She was third at the nation- 
als, and could be the final piece in an 
unprecedented gold-silver-bronze sweep 
for the United States. 

CBS, hoping that women’s figure skating 
can rally its slumping Olympic ratings, will 
show the short program Wednesday night. 
Also scheduled is coverage of the men’s 
giant slalom and crosscountry skiing. 

Figure skating traditionally provides 
some of the best drama at the Olympics 
and the three-way battlp between the 
Americans could add to that history. 

Kwan and Lipinsld bring different styles 
to their Olympic showdown. Kwan is more 
artistic, skating to classical music. Lipinsld, 


equipped with a unique triple loop-triple 
loop, is more athletic and prefers movie 
sound tracks. Both choose, to play down 
their rivalry. “We're not the best of 
friends," Kwan said, “but 1 think wo have a 
friendly relationship." 

That leaves Bobek. After she finished 
third at the nationals, Richard Callaghan, 
who coaches Lipinski, talked about an 
Olympic sweep. 

Bobek liked tho sound of that. "Anything 
is possible,” she said. “I am really just 
focused on going out there and doing what 
I know I can do. I want to know I did well 
and that I did the best I could. 

"I have never worked so hard in my life. 
I have never put so much emotion into it 
The last two weeks, I cried every day after 
practice. I put so much emotion into it” 

Kwan is happy with the favorite’s role. 

“That’s great, that a lot of people have 
confidence In me," she said. “But there are 
a lot of great skaters out there. You don’t 
think about winning Olympic gold. My win- 
ning program is to skate well, and that’s 
what I have to do.” 


Lipinski doesn’t mind chasing her rival 
at this stage. “I like being the underdog," 
sho said. “It gives me a lot of things to 
think about and keeps me motivated.” 

Only five American women have won 
figure skating gold — Tenley Albright in 
1956, Carol Heiss, 1960; Peggy Fleming. 
1968; Dorothy Hamill, 1976; and Kristi 
Yamaguchi, 1992. Albright and Heiss were 
1-2; the only gold-silver finish for the 
United States. 

One of the roadblocks to a possible U.S. 
sweep was removed when Germany’s 
Tanja Szweczcnko withdrew on the eve of 
the competition because of illness. She had 
been running a fever and had no power in 
her practices. 

Tnat marked the second straight 
Olympics mishap for the German. She suf- 
fered a bruised hip in 1994 when she 
crashed into gold medalist Oksana Baiul 
during training on the eve of the long pro- 
gram at lillehammcr. 

Other medal threats include Russians 
Irina Slutskaya and Marin Butyrskaya, and 
China's Lu Chen.

Muffin Lady makes muffins a metaphor

Remember tho Muffin Lady? 
„ . You know, that Westminster, 
Md., woman who made national 
, headlines, “Good Morning 
America,” the “Today Show," 
“CBS Sunday Morning" and 
more, by baking muffins to keep 
herself off welfare? 

Well, now that muffin lady, a k 
n Linda Fisher, has come out with 
a cookbook - “The Muffin Lady: 
Muffins, Cupcakes and Quick 
Breads for the Happy Soul" 
(RegnnBooks, $18) - and it 
reveals a background and baking 
expertise that may surprise peo- 
' pie. 

■ ; - Baking, it turns out, has long 
been Fisher’s profession. (“At the 
; end of the day, my personal bot- 
I tom line is that for over 20 years 
; my baking has lasted longer than 
my several marriages collective- 
ly-") . 

After being an insurance 
' claims adjudicator for Blue Cross 
for five years, Fisher, now 48, 

, says she was dred of "watching 

H ie die on paper." Her list of 
ig jobs is long and compli- 
; catcd to follow, as she apparently 
: ' bounced from job to job. (It was 
, after her third husband, a food- 
; • service manager, left her and 
; ■ their son with a three-bedroom 
house that she couldn’t make 
ends meet; she never actually 
went on welfare.) 

But much of Fisher’s career has 
taken place in Washington,, 
where she was bom and raised, 
and where she worked as a baker 
at Catholic University in the 
1980s.

CARROT CUPCAKES 
(Makes 12 6-ouncc cupcakes)

NOTE: The batter can be made 
in advance, and it can be refriger- 
ated or frozen.

For 
some reason, after freezing, they 
end up with a better flavor. 

“I created this redpe complete- 
ly, back in Rochester, N.Y., for a 
child’s birthday cake," Fisher 
said. “I wanted to try to re-create 
the richness of a whipped-crenm 
icing without having to deal with 
Volatile whipped cream. 

Here’s tho secret: You hnvo to 
whip jour ingredients at the 
higheit speod your mixer can 
handle. The creaming must bo 
done vigorously, gradually 
adding the confectioners’ sugar. 
And notice thnt the confection- 
ers’ sugar must be weighed 
bocause it is its weight and not 
its measurement that counts 
here." 

MY FAVORITE FROSTING 
(Mokes enough for 1 layer cake 
or 2 dozen cupcakes) , 

1/2 pound (2 sticks) butter 


1/4 cup sour cream 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
8 ounces confectioners’ sugar 
With nn electric mixer on 
medium-high speed, cream the 
butter until light and fluffy. Add 
the. sour cream and continue to 
cream until light and fluffy. Add 
the vanilla. Gradually add the 
sugar. Turn the speed to high 
and whip until stiff peaks form. 

“I really love this recipe," 
Fisher said. “As peanut butter 
tends to be on the stiff side, you 
really need to add butter and/or 
margarine to make it more pli- 
able and easier to work with. 
Chunky or smooth, cither kind of 
peanut butter will do. Of course, 
if you ore a nut lover, the chunky 
one will suit your purposes bet- 
ter.” '* —

A typical radiant floor system 
uses your standard water heater, 
or a boiler for the heat source. 
Thin flexible water tubing is 
attached under the floor 
between the joists or in a con- 
crete slab (new construction). 

There are many types of tub-

life is projected to be more than 
100 years, so there is little 
chance of leaks. 

A radiant floor system is easy 
to install in just one room or in 
your entire house. It can'bc a 
fairly' simple do-rt-yourself-.job. 
Many of the manufacturers offer 
installation kits (Vari-Takk or 
Radiant-Trak) to'provide tho 
proper tubing spacing and 
attachment under the floor. 

For a second-story room, place 
the tubing on the floor and 
spread a thin layer of special 
cement over it or add another 
false floor. You’ll just have to 
trim the door a little. This also 
helps block noise through the 
floor. 

The key efficiency feature of 
a radiant floor is its unusual 
comfort. This allows you to save 
by setting the thermostat lower 
without feeling chilly.

DEAR JIM: We have a wood- 
burning fireplace that we sel- 
dom use because it docs, not 
draw well and the room smells 
smoky. The chimney has a 
smoke shelf. Does that help or 
just impede the’smokc path?

DEAR PATTY: The purpose of 
a smoke shelf is to improve the 
draft of the fireplace so thot 
your room does not get smoky. 
Basically, cool outdoor air flows 
down the chimney, hits the 
smoke shelf, mixes with the 
warm smoky air and flows back 
up and out. This draws out the 
smoke. 

Make sure there is adequate 
combustion air for the fireplace 
by opening a window slightly. 
Also, the draft will be stronger 
on very cold days. 


Create a bouquet of houseplants Soup may butter you up for taste of squash

Here’s the sceno: a Dallas fern 
in one corner, a Chinese ever- 
green in another; English ivy 
trails along by itself, and a beau- 
tiful, blooming kalanchoe is 
going solo on the coffee table. 

Why not put them together? In 
short, moke a bouquet. 

Houseplants aren’t usually 
thought of as the stuff of bou- 
quets. Granted, creeping fig isn't 
a long-stemmed red roso. But 
various houseplants can be 
called on to fulfill the functions 
qf tall and stately cut flowers os 
well os fluffy fillers and winding 
trailers. Grouped in a large pot, 
they can create the effect of a 
bouquet, particularly if you pop 
in a small flowering plant in 
bloom. 

Here are things to keep in 
rttind when you select and 
arrange your houseplant bou- 
quet. 

• Choose a variety of colors, 
shapes and textures. An arrange- 
ment is more interesting and 
beautiful when sparked by vary- 
ing shades of green from palest, 
or nearly White, to deepest, or 
almost black. Variety of shape 
also raises interest. Tuck in a 
heart-leaf philodendron, an 
arrowhead-shaped syngonium, 
lance-shaped dracaena or a ruf- 
fle-leaved ficus. Add texture 
with the corduroylike leaves of 
peperomia, the fluffincss of a 
fem, the white ribbed leaves of - 
fittonia. 

• Add seasonal colors. Small 
pots of flowers such as cycla- 
mens, begonias, chrysanthe- 
mums or primroses will jazz up a 
houseplant bouquet temporarily. 
Do not expect this to be a perma- 
nent part of the arrangement; 
pull it out as the flowers fade 
and tuck in a new one that is sea- 
sonally appropriate. 

• Combine upright, spreading 
and trailing plants. Tiy to follow 
the same rule that applies when 
making a bouquet in a container: 
The height of the arrangement 
should be 1 1/2 times the height 
of the pot. But since some verti- 
cal plants such as Chinese ever- 
green, dieffenbachia, aralia or 
croton grow rapidly, you could 
start shorter than the rule.

Spreading plants such as the 
prayer plant, holly fern, fittonia, 
piggyback plant, spider plant or 
peperomia will fill out the sides 
of the bouquet, as will fluffy 
ferns such as the Dallas fern. 
Trailers come in many forms, 
including creeping fig, English 
ivy, pethos and philodendron. 

• Choose plants that require 
similar amounts of light and 
water.' Various cacti combine 
nicely, but a desert cactus and a 
moisture-loving maidenhair fern 
do not make a happy couple. Nor 
is an aloe, which demands bright 
light, content in the dim light a 
Dallas fern enjoys. Check the 
tag with the plant or ask the 
staff at the garden center. 

• Arrange .your plants so that 
the pot looks full, like a bouquet 
or centerpiece. As plants grow, 
trim back the leaves or pull a 


plant out gently and replace it 
with one the right size. The out- 
grown plant can grow solo or be 
the start of another houseplant 
bouquet.

MARTHA STEWART: Easy, 
inexpensive, useful and attractive, 
this idfca- one of my very favorites 
- is cf perfect example of what I 
call “a good thing.” In a pretty 
glass bottle, dishwashing liquid 
actually becomes a decorative 
addition to the kitchen, instead of 
something you want to hide under 
the sink. 

All you need is a good-looking 
• bottle (I like cruet bottles) and a 
pour spout, like the ones used in 
restaurants for liquor bottles. 
There are a few different kinds: 
Some are all plastic, others have a 
metal pourer with a rubber stop- 
per. You'll find them for just a few 
dollars at housewares stores, 
where you can also buy attractive 
new bottles. But wonderful old 
bottles can be found at flea mar- 
kets for a dollar or two apiece. . 

1 In your case, it sounds like the 
spout you used just didn't fit the 
bottle. It might bo too small or, if

QUESTION: I'm confused about 
eggs. What is the difference 
between white-shelled eggs and 
brown-shelled eggs? 

—JESSE KOVACH, 
ISEUN, N. J. 

MARTHA STEWART: The dif- 
ference, quite simply, is in the 
hens that lay the eggs: Some 
breeds lay white eggs, others lay 
brown eggs. And some liens, such 
. as the Araucarias and Amerau- 
canas that I keep, are prized for 
the exquisite pale-blue and pale- 
green eggs they lay. 

There is no difference between 
white and brown eggs in taste, 
quality, nutrition or in how the 
eggs will cook. You will, however, 
notice a difference in the price: 
Brown eggs are usually more 
expensive. According to the Amer- 
ican Egg Board, this is because the 
breeds that lay brown eggs, such 
ns the Rhode /stand Red, New 
Hampshire and Plymouth Rock, 
are usually larger birds, and there- 
fore require more food 
Here ore a few more interesting

• Fggs sties are determined by 
weight and range from “jumbo” 
(30 ounces per dozen) “to pcc- 
wee" (IS ounces). Most recipes 
call for large eggs (24 ounces). 

• Quality ratings - AA, A and B 
- are determined by both the exte- 
rior and the interior of on egg. 
Factors considered for the exteri- 
or are shape, shell texture and 
cleanliness; for the interior, the 
shape of the yolk, consistency of 
the white and the size of the air 
pocket at the large end of the egg 
(called on air cell). Grades AA and 
A eggs have high, round yolks, 
thick whites and small air cells; 
grade B eggs have slightly flatter 
yolks, thinner whites and larger 
air cells. You won’t often sco 
grade B eggs in stores, and grades 
AA and A can be used inter- 
changeably. 

• An egg straight from the hen- 


house is a real treat: The fresher 
the egg, the better it tastes. 
Having said that, eggs do keep 
well - they can be stored in the 
refrigerator for up to a month. 

• Eggs absorb odors easily. To 
keep them from picking up a new 
aroma in the refrigerator, always 
store them in the carton they 
come in. , 

QUESTION: I recently tried my 
hand at making herbal vinegars. 
After the first four or five days, 
they take on a murky appearance. 
Do you have any tip on maintain- 
ing the clarity?

MARTHA STEWART: The 
additions used to flavor vinegar, 
such as fresh herbs, spices, garlic, 
chile peppers, berries and citrus 
zest, do look lovely suspended in 
the liquid. But for the best clarity, 
it's a good idea to strain them out 
after they've transferred their fla- 
vor to the vinegar. This will also 
help the vinegar last longer. 

Here's the basic technique for 
making flavored vinegars: Start 
by sterilizing glass bottles (they 
must be in good condition, free 
of chips and cracks): Wash with 
hot soapy water and rinse well 
Place on a wire rack in a large 
pot, and add water to cover the 
bottles. Bring to a boil, and boil 
for 15 minutes. Transfer the bot- 
tles to a clean towel. 


Use a chopstick or skewer to 
poke the flavorings you're using 
into the bottle, then use a funnel 
to add good-quality vinegar. Seal 
tightly with clean new corks, plas- 
tic stoppers or scrcw-on tops. Set 
aside in a cool, dark place for one 
to two weeks for the flavors to 
develop. Strain the vinegar 
through a chccscdoth-lincd sieve, 
strain again if necessary, and 
return the vinegar to the bottle. It 
will keep for up to a year.

Wrap in foil or 
clear plastic wrap. Keep in 
refrigerator. May be frozen.

ORIGINAL TOLL HOUSE 
CHOCOLATE CHIP COOKIE 
2 1/4 cups flour 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup butter (softened) or 2 ' 
sticks 

3/4 cup white sugar 

3/4 cup packed brown sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 eggs 

2 cups chocolate chips 
1 cup nuts, chopped 
Preheat oven to 375. Combine 
flour, soda and salt in small bowl. 
Beat butter, sugars and vanilla in 
larger bowl. Add eggs, one ot a 
time, beating after each. Beat 
well. Gradually blend in flour 
mixture. Stir in chips and nuts. 
Drop by rounded teaspoon onto 
ungreased baking sheets. Bake 9 
to 11 minutes, or until golden 
brown. Let stand 2 minutes. 
Remove to wire racks until cool. 
Makes 5 dozen (can double 
recipe, but do not triple). 

• For thin, chewy cookies, 
reduce granulated sugar to 1/2 
cup and increase brown sugar to 
1 cup. For thick, chewy, old-fash- 
ioned cookies, use half of the 
butter called for and bake for 9 
to 12 minutes. Store in airtight 
containers to prevent drying. 

• For soft cookie, omit the 
sugar and use 3/4 cup btlttcr, 1 
cup brown sugar and 3 eggs. 
Flatten cookies with bock of 
spoon, dipped in water and bake 
8' to 10 minutes. For more round- - 
ed cookies, do not flatten. For 
puffier cookie, reduce butter to 
1/2 cup and add 1/2 cup shorten- 
ing. 

• For pan cookies, spread 
dough in greased 15-by-10 jelly- 
roll pan and bake for 20 to 25 
minutes, or until golden brown. 
Cool in pan on rack. Makes 4 
dozen bars. 

Peanut butter variation: 

Prepare dough as above except 
substitute 1/2 cup (1 stick) butter 
and 3/4 cup creamy of chunky 
peanut butter for the 1 cup but- 
ter. Eliminate the nuts. Press 
cookies down slightly. Bake in 
preheated 350-degree oven for • 

10 to 12 minutes, until golden 
brown. 

HINTS: When using mar- 
garine, don’t soften it and use 
full fat margarine. When using 
butter, soften it at room tempera- 
ture, To prevent chocolate chip 
cookies from not going flat, use 
the nuts. Don’t overheat the but- 
ter and sugar mixture. Wipe the 
cookie sheet or wash between 
batches.

WE ALL LOVE the crusty . 
crunch of French bread, with 
Its mcltingly soft interior. In 
fact, it’s pretty darn near a 
perfect loaf of bread.

Welcome spring with Egg Hunt Pie 


EGG HUNTS are part of 
spring rituals that go back 
long before there was an 
Easter. Primitive people 
were surprised and intrigued 
as they watched an inanimate 
egg hatch into a living crea-
